Vice President; Roy Ash, 
director of Management and 
the Budget; and Arthur 
Sampson, administrator of 
the General Services 
Administration. 

"When Richard Nixon re- 
signed, the three afore- 
mentioned appointees 
joined forces to provide 
their ex-boss with a 
"sweetheart retirement" at. 
the expense of the long- 
suffering American 
taxpayer . 

President Ford granted 
"a full, free, and abso- 
lute pardon unto Richard 
Nixon for all offenses 
against the United States 
which he, Richard Nixon, 
has committed or may have 
committed or taken part in 
during the period from 
January 20, 1969 through 
August 9, 1974." 

He also requested Con- 
gress to- vote Mr. Nixon 
$850,000 in transition 
expenses and agreed along 
with Mr. Ash and Mr. Sampson 
to see that Mr. Nixon got 
what he wanted. 

What Mr. Nixon wanted 
was plenty: over and above 
the $850,000 some 22 per- 
sons detailed to San 
Clemente at an annual cost 
of $420,000, control of 
his tapes and $110,000 for 
a vault to keep them in, 
eight permanent mainte- 
nance men to look after 
his ‘San Clemente residence 
at a cost of $91,387, and 
four other GSA employees 
to care for Mr. Nixon’s 
Key Biscayne residence at 
an annual'cost of $53,566. 

Lilbum E. Boggs, deputy 
director of the Secret 
Service, has also testi- 
fied that it will cost his 
agency about $622,000 an-

nually to protect Mr. 

Nixon at Saa Clemente and 
another $424,000 at Key 
Biscayne. 

Under the Former Presi- 
dents’ Act and the Transi- 
tion Act, Mr. Nixon is 
entitled to a good life— 
he will rec3ive in gov- 
ernment pensions for life 
a sum not less than 
$80,000 a year and for 
office and staff mainte- 
nance no less than $96,000 





a year — which isn’t had at 
all to say nothing of the 
Secret Service protection. 

Why Ford, Ash and 
Sampson had to provide him 
with carte "blanche — a 
valet, a maid, a speech- 
writer, three chauffeurs, 
and much more, to- the 
point where a large seg- 
ment of the public was 
outraged, only they can 
tell. 

Sen. Joseph Montoya (D. , 
U'. Mex.) and Rep. Tom 
Steed (D. , Okla. ) along 
with fellow legislators 
were similarly outraged by 
the extravagance. In com- 
mittee they directed that 
Richard Hixon’s valet and 
maid be removed from the 
federal payroll and that 



the $850,000 in funds re- 
quested for the former 
President’s transition to 
private life be cut to 
$328,000, a sum the House 
reduced to $200,000. 

Senator Montoya also 
pointed out that under 
existing lair there is no 
limit to the number of 
federal employees who may 
be assigned to an ex- 
President for up to six 
months after he leaves 
office. 

Here, for example, is 
the Hixon roster of fed- 
eral personnel at San 
Clemente. In addition to 
their salaries, the first 
11 persons listed are each 
entitled to living ex- 
penses of up to $40 a day.
